Vale ‘Flying VeU 
returned to jail 


VALE Elying Vet, 
Maurice Kirk, who 
spent almost 12 weeks 
undergoing a series of 
assessments in a 
Bridgend psychiatric 
unit, has been returned 
to Cardiff prison. 

He appeared at 
Cardiff Crown Court on 
Monday, and was 
labelled “a fool” for 
insisting on conducting 
his own defence. 

Mr Kirk, aged 64, 
whose home is at St 
Donats, had been sent to 
the Caswell Clinic, but 
was returned to prison 
by Judge Eleri Rees. 

Judge Rees told Mr 
Kirk he had access to 
publicly-funded legal 
representation, but Mr 
Kirk dismissed her 
advice. 

Mr Kirk said: “I wish 
to represent myself.

there’s no need for fur¬ 
ther adjournment.” 

Judge Rees put Mr 
Kirk’s case back until 
December 4 and told 
him: “A man who repre¬ 
sents himself is a fool.” 

During his initial 
remand period on 
antique firearm charges 
in Cardiff prison during 
the summer, Mr Kirk 
went on hunger strike. 


only taking sips of 
water. He was protesting 
at being refused permis¬ 
sion to appear personally 
in court to ask a judge to 
give him bail so that he 
could prepare his own 
defence. 

Mr Kirk was original¬ 
ly remanded in custody 
to Cardiff prison on 
June 25, to await trial 
on charges of unlawfully 
possessing an antique 
World War 1 firearm (a 
1916 Lewis machine 
gun) and attempting to 
sell it without authority. 

A day earlier, on June 
24, he had been released 
on bail by Barry magis¬ 
trates. 

However, the prosecu¬ 
tion appealed against his 
release at Cardiff Crown 
Court and he was then 
remanded in custody at 
Cardiff prison.

THE problem of 
traffic travelling at 
excessive speeds in 
the town was again 
raised at Cowbridge 
Town Council dur¬ 
ing police liaison. 

Coun Nicola Thomas 
complained about speed¬ 
ing traffic in Penylan 
Road, Aberthin and 
Millfield Drive. She said 
people had complained, 
but the council had been 
told that as no accidents 
have occurred, not much 
can be done. 

“Is it police policy to 
wait until somebody is 
killed? she asked Insp 
Mark Taylor. “We must 
have some action. 
Nothing is being done 
because there have been 
no accidents.” 

Insp Taylor said that 
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Millfield Drive was full response to the issues 
being looked at by the of speeding raised by 
traffic department and Coun Thomas at the last 
the Vale Council to see if PACT meeting, 
long term traffic manage¬ 
ment steps can be taken 
to reduce speeding. 

It was up to the coun¬ 
cil to take it forward, but 
they needed statistics. 

He added: “We have 
had three fatalities on the 
Llantwit Major by-pass 
recently. Our traffic 
department and the Vale 
are conducting traffic 
surveys to find evidence 
about what’s happening 
there, horrific though 
these cases are.

Cowbridge fire station: retained 
status earmarked for January 2012 

Date set for Cowbridge 
fire station switch-over 


COWBRIDGE 
Town Council has 
been told by fire 
chiefs that enough 
retained firefighters 
have been recruited 
to begin the process 
of turning the 
town’s station from 
day-crewed to 
retained. 

The meeting heard 
that by December, there 
would be 17 retained 
firefighters on the books, 
who would undergo 
extensive training. It was 
planned to switch the sta¬ 
tion over completely to 
retained status by 
January 2012. 

Deputy chief fire offi¬ 
cer Kevin Barry, of the 
South Wales Fire Service 
and station commander 
Dewi Jones, both attend¬ 
ed a meeting with coun¬ 
cillors to explain what 
was happening. 

Mr Barry told the 
meeting that there were 
only 58,000 fire fighters 
in the whole of the UK 
and 28,000 of these work 
under a retained contract. 

He said that the 
retained fire fighters 
actually cover 90 per 
cent of the land mass of 
the UK, with full time 
firefighters concentrated 
in the cities and conurba¬ 
tions. 

However - “you will 
not recognise retained 
fire fighters if you see 
them in action. That’s 
because they are dressed, 
equipped and trained in 
exactly the same way as 
the full time crews. The 
concept of them being ill 
equipped part-timers is 
completely out of date.” 

In Wales, there were 
3,603 firefighters and 


1967 of these were 
retained. There were 100 
stations manned entirely 
by retained crews. 

The percentage of 
retained firefighters in 
north Wales was 66 per 
cent, in mid and west 
Wales 60 per cent, and in 
south Wales 38 per cent. 

The south Wales serv¬ 
ice has 35 retained sta¬ 
tions - 70 per cent of the 
total. 

He said that the south 
Wales force had drawn 
up its risk reduction 
plans, which have been 
endorsed by the Welsh 
Assembly Government. 

It required fire servic¬ 
es to be citizen-centred 
and there was a need to 
identify where the great¬ 
est fire risks were and 
than act accordingly. 

He reported that an 
important part of their 
work was prevention of 
fires and to date, the 
brigade has carried out 
100,000 fire risk assess¬ 
ments. 

Mr Barry said that a 
number of other stations 
had switched from being 
full time manned to 
retained, including 
Caldicot and Abertillery, 
which would be fully 
retained by February. 
They were both fully 
crewed. 

Station officer Dewi 
Jones stated that the 
Cowbridge station dealt 
with 120 incidents in 
2008-09, including six 
property fires, but only 
one was residential. They 
attended 25 road traffic 
collisions in the year, of 
which four were fatali¬ 
ties. 

At present, Cowbridge 
has 13 full time staff, 
although it should be 14. 
He said day-crewed sta-

tions were not popular 
and it was difficult in 
Cowbridge because the 
crews could not afford 
houses in the town. As a 
result, nine of the crew 
rent a property which 
they use for their four 
days on duty, but they 
live elsewhere with their 
families. 

Only four of the staff 
live in Cowbridge and all 
four have said they are 
interested in becoming 
retained firefighters dur¬ 
ing their time off. 

The fire service had 
staged an intensive 
recruitment campaign 
and had recruited 13 
retained fire fighters. 
These were over and 
above the full time staff. 

The retained fire fight¬ 
ers were now in the 
development stage and 
were working alongside 
their full time colleagues 
to enhance their training 
and gain experience. 

He said that there were 
four others coming 
through the system and 
they would join the sta¬ 
tion by December, giving 
the station its full estab¬ 
lishment of retained fire 
fighters. 

As the retained fire 
fighters gain experience, 
it was planned to rede¬ 


ploy three full time fire¬ 
fighters by April to other 
stations. 

During the transition 
phase, the station would 
have two watches of five 
full time fire fighters, 
plus 17 retained fire 
fighters - a total of 27 
people on call - who 
would respond to all inci¬ 
dents. They would all go 
out to incidents travelling 
in either the appliance or 
a back up vehicle. 

The retained fire fight¬ 
ers would also be sent to 
incidents around the area, 
like Bridgend and 
Cardiff, to gain necessary 
experience. 

Mr Jones was confi¬ 
dent that the station 
would move to fully 
manned by retained fire 
fighters by January 2012. 

In the meantime, the 
retained staff would 
undergo exactly the same 
training as full time fire 
fighters. 

As well as the courses 
they attend, every 
retained fire fighters 
attends a weekly training 
session at the station for 
three hours. 

“We will also be send¬ 
ing them to busy stations 
to gain experience. We 
would never put inexpe¬ 
rienced people into the 
station. They will all go 
through the NVQ Level 3 
course which is also 
undertaken by the full 
time staff.” 

Mr Barry insisted that 


there was no such thing 
as a lower standard for 
retained crews. 

“If you are at sea and 
being rescued by an 
RNLI lifeboat, you do 
not ask if the crew are 
part timers. If you look at 
the Territorial Army and 
what they do in the the¬ 
atre of war, it is the same 
for us.” 

He said that the day 
crew members who live 
in Cowbridge remained 
committed to the station, 
and their experience 
would be vital for the 
retained fire fighters in 
future. 

“I will not stand by 
and listen to people say¬ 
ing that retained fire¬ 
fighters are odd job men 
and should resign. If that 
were the case, 90 per cent 
of the UK would have no 
fire cover.” 

Mayor Jon Harris 
asked if the change was 
prompted by a need to 
save money. 

Mr Barry replied that 
as a public sector organi¬ 
sation they would like 
more money, but they 
had to manage with the 
resources they had. 

Cowbridge handled 
less than 300 calls a year 
and was not a viable sta¬ 
tion. Also, the workforce 
did not like the day 
crewed stations and it 
was difficult to recruit 
people.

INCOME from hir¬ 
ing Cowbridge 
Town Hall for func¬ 
tions is running at a 
lower level than 
expected, town 
councillors heard. 

Giving the financial 
report, Coun Len Taylor 
said that for the first six 
months of the financial 
year, from April to the 
end of September, the 
hall had brought in 
£10,837 in fees. 

However, the antici¬ 
pated income for a full 
year included in the 
budget was £29,000 so 
the hall was more than 
£3,000 adrift at this 
point. 

Coun Nicola Thomas 
asked if that was 
because of the economic 
downturn and Coun Alan 
Thomas, who chairs the 
Town Hall committee, 
said that there had been 
a lack of interest among 
organisations and indi¬ 
viduals in hiring the hall 
at the moment. 

He said that a number 
of regular organisations 


had dropped out. 

Clerk Andrew Davies 
said that July and August 
were traditionally quiet 
months and he said that 
they had just picked up a 
new booking for an 
event for young people. 

“We have found that 
the Saturday bookings 
and coffee mornings are 
not as popular. There has 
been a downturn in 
things like craft fairs and 
commercial ventures.

50mph speed 
limit on A48 


A 50 mpb speed 
limit is to be intro¬ 
duced on tbe A48 at 
Pentre Meurig. 

The Vale Council has 
decided to impose the 
limit, decreasing speed 
from the present 60mph 
down to 50mph for a 
stretch of the road either 
side of the crossroads. 

This will be part of a 
wider package of safety 
measures, including the 
installation of vehicle- 
activated warning signs, 
improvements to road 
markings and studs. 

The object of the 
changes is to raise driver 
awareness of the lay-out 
of the road and the two 
junctions as a way of 
addressing the number 


and severity of road acci¬ 
dents which involved 
personal injury at this 
site. 

There have been nine 
accidents between April 
2004 and March this year 
that involved personal 
injury. 

One of the accidents 
was fatal, and another 
was serious with seven 
classified as slight. 

Eight of the accidents 
were caused by driver 
error. 

The proposed changes 
were welcomed by 
Cowbridge Town Council 
and it was agreed to note 
the letter as Pentre 
Meurig does not lie with¬ 
in their boundaries.

Captain who is 
recovering after 
being wounded in 
Afghanistan. 


Captain Lawrence 
Hooper was the guest 
of honour at a chari¬ 
ty dinner organised 
by his parents, John 
and Julie Hooper, in 
the church hall. 

Appropriately, the 
dinner was in aid of 
the ‘Help for Heroes’ 
charity, and the 120 
places were taken 
rapidly, with more 
than 200 villagers 
wanting to attend. 

Cpt Hooper is cur¬ 
rently seconded to 
the UN while he is 
recovering from gun¬ 
shot wounds to his 
leg - wounds he 
received in action 
against the Taliban. 

In fact, ‘Help for 
Heroes’ was doubly 
appropriate, because 
Cpt Lawrence’s res¬ 
cue was an act of 
heroism in itself. 

That rescue took 
place under enemy 
fire, and the two sol¬ 
ders who evacuated 
him from the war 
zone were both hon¬ 
oured, with one 
receiving the Military 
Cross, and the other 
being mentioned in 
dispatches. 

The Hoopers have 
lived in the village 
for 25 years. 
Lawrence went to 
Peterston school, and 
then on to Radyr 
Comprehensive. 

The dinner was 
prepared by Julie 
Hooper and friends, 
and was deliberately 
kept simple, with the 
charity fund in mind. 
It was served to the 
120 guests by local 
youngsters.

In particular, I high¬ 
lighted the deplorable 
state of the roads con¬ 
necting St Hilary with 
Howe Mill and the road 
from Llanmaes out to 
the road linking 
Cowbridge and St 
Athan. Needless to say, 
nothing has changed 
since then. 

Predictably, I received 
a two-page letter full of 
statistics and jargon, 
which finished by sug¬ 
gesting that the perform¬ 
ance of the department 


should not be judged by 
the road surfaces, but 
also by the provision of 
street lighting and winter 
maintenance (presum¬ 
ably gritting?). 

Once again, I urge the 
ivory tower brigade to 
leave their safe haven in 
Barry Borough Council’s 
offices (and I use the 
name advisedly) to see 
for themselves the non¬ 
existent road lighting in 
a large part of the rural 
Vale.

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Housing transfer: 
tenants to decide 


I WRITE in response to the 
letter in last week’s 
Glamorgan GEM headed 
‘Council stock transfer: how 
can tenants decide’. 

Firstly, the debate at full council 
was one of a number of detailed dis¬ 
cussions held by the council on the 
question of consulting and balloting 
tenants on the two available options - 
stock retention or stock transfer. 

In addition to full council, very 
detailed discussion had taken place at 
the Scrutiny Committee (housing and 
public protection) and at the cabinet. 

On all occasions, the discussions 
were held in open meetings to which 
the public are invited to attend. 

Secondly, the consultation process 
with existing council tenants is moni¬ 
tored by the Welsh Assembly 
Government and is required to be full, 
open and impartial, and tenants will 
be provided with easy to understand 
information explaining the advantages 
and disadvantages of both options. 

All information given to tenants 
through the formal consultation 
process will be approved by the 
Assembly’s Deputy Minister of 
Housing prior to this being communi¬ 
cated to tenants. 

An independent tenants’ adviser 


will also be provided for the duration 
of the consultation process, to ensure 
that tenants have an independent per¬ 
son to provide advice, answer ques¬ 
tions/concerns and to take their views 
back to the council. 

Thirdly, the consultation process is, 
by necessity, a lengthy process and 
will last for about a year before ten¬ 
ants are asked to vote through a ballot 
conducted entirely independently of 
the council. 

The length of the consultation 
process is necessary because the mat¬ 
ter is a complex one, and tenants will 
be given every opportunity to fully 
understand the options they are being 
asked to vote upon. 

The key point, however, is that the 
question of transfer or retention is the 
choice of the tenants. The council 
believes that tenants should be given 
the right to choose whether transfer 
provides the right option for them, or 
whether they prefer to remain with the 
council. 

Both options will be fully 
explained through the consultation 
process.

‘Back Bosch workers’ 
Welsh Assembly urged 


THE Vale MP, John 
Smith, has called on 
the Assembly to do 
“everything it can” to 
support the Bosch 
plant and its workers 
at Miskin. 

Mr Smith pointed out 
that Bosch announced a 
90-day consultation 
process with its workforce 
over the possibility of hav¬ 
ing to lay off 300 employ¬ 
ees in 2010, and possibly 
closing the plant in 2011 - 
if no commercially viable 
new business is available. 

“Having met with 
Bosch managers earlier 
this year, I knew the plant 
and its workers were fac¬ 
ing very difficult times due 


to a dramatic drop in 
sales. I am deeply con¬ 
cerned about the current 
situation which has greatly 
deteriorated. 

“Bosch is a valued and 
important employer. I have 
written to WAG seeking 
assurances that they will 
redouble their efforts to 
help secure the future of 
the site - and, more impor¬ 
tantly, provide every 
assistance to workers who 
are made redundant to find 
alternative employment in 
the area,” the MP revealed. 

The Vale AM, Jane 
Hutt, has also added her 
support for the workforce. 

Ms Hutt said: “I was 
extremely disappointed to 
hear this disturbing news. I 


have had meetings with 
the Bosch management 
and plant council regard¬ 
ing the situation at the 
plant, and have previously 
written to the chairman of 
the board, Mr Franz 
Fehrenbach, to urge him to 
take account of the skills 
and contribution of the 
Welsh plant at Miskin. 

“A great deal of money 
has been invested into the 
plant by Wales and the 
company, which is meet¬ 
ing with the First Minister 
and Deputy First Minister. 

“I believe it is important 
that no further action 
should be taken regarding 
the future of this plant 
until after these discus¬ 
sions,” the AM added.

There are at least 
20,000 youth workers in Wales 
and we are always seeking to 
recruit more with training oppor¬ 
tunities provided. 

We are promoting the role of 
youth work using ‘Sam’ as a 
role model through our youth 
forums, websites and youth 


activities. 

We heard more about this at 
the recent AGM of the Vale 
Youth Forum and it was good to 
learn about the Peered-Up 
Challenge! which is based at the 
Penarth Youth Project, but avail¬ 
able throughout the Vale to 
encourage young people to get 
involved with their Peered-Up 
mentoring team. 

The Vale Youth Forum is 
going from strength to strength 
with a new Youth Forum 
Coordinator being appointed and 
local youth forums developing 
such as the Gibbonsdown Youth 
Forum. 

There will be information 
about developing a career in 
youth work as part of Youth 
Work Week and many opportuni¬ 
ties to hear about the inspiring 
work of the youth service here in 
the Vale of Glamorgan. 

This takes more on to another 
important role that we can play 
in inspiring and supporting 
young people and that is through 
volunteering to be a school gov¬ 
ernor. 

We have over 23,000 gover¬ 
nors in Wales and last week I 
opened the new offices for the 
organisation - Governors Wales - 
in Cardiff to serve governors 
across Wales.

Maria will be the only 
Welsh woman to com¬ 
pete in this champi¬ 
onship, and the team of 
four have been training 
weekly in the Brecon 
Beacons and Black 
Mountains. 

She said: “We have 
decided on a strategy of 
one hour’s sleep per 24 
throughout the race. It is 
a very fine balance 
between pushing on 
through sleep depriva¬ 
tion and taking a power 
nap, as the time lost 
sleeping may equate to 
faster speed in the long 
term. It’s a real tactical 
game.” 

Adventure Racing is 
based on the three sports 
of running, kayaking, 
and mountain biking but 
can involve up to 10 dif¬ 
ferent sports. 

Maria, from 

Bonvilston, a sports con¬ 
sultant and personal 
trainer, has already com¬ 
pleted the toughest 
footrace on earth when 
she ran six marathons in 
seven days across the 
Sahara desert. (Marathon 
des Sables). She has also 
been selected to repre¬ 
sent the UK in the G4 
Land Rover Challenge.

FOLLOWING their fine performance in 
the South Wales Artificial Ski

A LOCAL volun¬ 
teer group is to take 
on an extra task - 
monitoring how the 
police deal with 
‘hate crime’. 

The Vale of 

Glamorgan Community 
Cohesion Group, which 
is a partnership between 
the local police, other 
agencies and members 
of the community, was 
originally formed to act 
as a scrutiny panel, 
examining the way that 
the police conducted 
themselves when polic¬ 
ing minority groups. 

The group’s remit has 
now been expanded for 
the police to provide 
information and advice 
in relation to ‘hate 
crime’. 

Volunteer members of 
the group serve for a 
period of two years and 
they act as the ‘eyes and 
ears’ of their communi¬ 
ties, often enquiring 
about operational and 
tactical policing issues. 

Under the chairman¬ 
ship of Mr David Lloyd, 
the group is provided 
with information con¬ 
cerning all the incidents 
involving minority com¬ 
munities living, working 
or just visiting the Vale. 

This information. 


which has been screened 
to protect the identities 
of the victims, is then 
considered by the panel 
to allow them to ques¬ 
tion the police regarding 
their actions and 
progress. 

Usually present will 
be a representative from 
the Crown Prosecution 
Service, who will pro¬ 
vide the Court results 
and any charging deci¬ 
sions made. 

A police officer from 
the Minorities Support 
Unit, who has specialist 
skills and duties when 
dealing with victims of 
certain minority groups, 
will also be available. 

PC Brian Bedford, the 
Vale’s Hate Crime offi¬ 
cer, said: “We are very 
fortunate that reported 
hate crime remains very 
low in the Vale. 

“ However, we remain 
vigilant to the potential 
threat.” 

The group meets on a 
quarterly basis. Anyone

My first reaction was 
to check to see if plan¬ 
ning permission for a 
change of use really was 
needed as 1 thought it 
should not be. The 
details are not important, 
but the process was 
interesting. 

The planners said an 
application was required 
and quoted a relevant 
document. From the 
internet, 1 was able to 
download a copy of the 
document to check. The 
type of building con¬ 
cerned was not men¬ 
tioned in the document, 
so 1 spoke to the plan¬ 
ners for clarification. 

1 was referred to a 
further document that 
they use for guidance, 
held by the central 
library. 

The central library 
computer said no; they 
do not hold a copy, but 
one was available at the 
National Library in 
Aberystwyth. About half 
an hour later, they rang 
me back to say that they 
had located a copy in the 
Cardiff University 
Library. 

That being much clos¬ 
er, I went to look at the 
document, grateful that 
their computer had saved 
me a long trip or a long 
wait for the book to be 


sent to Cardiff. 

Two facts came to 
light. The referred docu¬ 
ment had been supersed¬ 
ed by a later edition that 
was three times as long. 
The use class, of build¬ 
ing under consideration 
was quoted as ‘Sui 
Generis’ (as opposed to 
A, B, C, or D). The note 
about this Latin phrase 
in the foreword to the 
volume described the 
scope of it, but not what 
it actually meant. 

To be able to develop 
my argument, I needed 
to be certain that I 
understood what the 
phrase meant in the con¬ 
text of its use. Back to 
computers and the inter¬ 
net. 

Typing it into Google 
brought up 67,500 refer¬ 
ences. The first one was 
for a leading GRP (glass 
reinforced plastics) com¬ 
pany. Third was a beauty 
salon; fourth was a fur¬ 
niture company rapidly 
followed by several 
more varieties of compa¬ 
ny and consultants. 

This was Arthur C 
Clarke’s Niagara. The 
glass of water was the 
second entry that said 
that in the context of 
English law it means 
‘unique’. 

To confirm this I went 
to onelook.com and tried 
again. In a flash, the site 
provided 23 dictionary 
sources of definition. A 
browse through several 
of them provided assort¬ 
ed versions of Latin for 
‘of its own kind’; hence, 
whatever is absolutely 
unique or distinctive 
about something. 

In the context of plan¬ 
ning (use classes, that 
require permission) there 
were several entries indi¬ 
cating that it meant ‘in a 
class of its own’. That 
seemed more appropri¬ 
ate. I also liked ‘unique 
in its characteristics’. 

More generally it 
means - in its own cate¬ 


gory, in its own group, 
of its own character, of 
its own class, of its own 
classification, of its own 
denomination, of its own 
designation, of its own 
genre, of its own kind, 
of its own nature, of its 
own type, of its own 
variety, peculiar 
<http://legal- 
dictionary.thefreedic- 
tionary.com/peculiar> , 
special <http://legal-dic- 
tionary.thefreedic- 
tionary.com/special> , 
the only one of its kind, 
unique <http://legal-dic- 
tionary.thefreedic- 
tionary.com/unique> . 
Take your pick! 

The planning argu¬ 
ment is yet to be pre¬ 
sented, Wt I have 
enjoyed the chase so far 
and learned a new 
phrase into the bargain. 

As for the companies 
and consultants, I 
thought that they might 
have had a classical edu¬ 
cation to come up with 
the Latin words, but on¬ 
line I put ‘unique’ into a 
thesaurus and it quickly 
found 'sui generis' for 
me; so perhaps not. 

That leaves me with 
admiration for ‘Sui 
Generis’; an Argentine 
rock band from the 
1970s who could not 
have had a computer!

THIS MR FOX MAKES FOR A 
TRULY FANTASTIC FILM! 


N OW, more 
than ever, 
genuine 

auteurs truly stand 
out in the some¬ 
what creatively lim¬ 
ited current world 
of cinema. 

The likes of Paul 
Thomas Anderson have 
shown that cinema can 
be much more than sim¬ 
ply rehashing and 
remaking, and another 
director that fits that 
bracket is Wes Anderson 
(no relation). 

The director has, 
since his debut with 
Bottle Rocket 13 years 
ago, crafted films that 
exist seemingly in their 
own universe; his world 
of dysfunctional families 
and people being highly 
regarded, if not hugely 
commercial. 

However, Anderson’s 
latest sees him take on 
the world of Roald Dahl 
with Fantastic Mr Fox. 
The title character is 
voiced by George 
Clooney, who moves his 
family (consisting of 
wife Mrs Fox (Meryl 
Streep), son Ash (Jason 
Schwartzman) and 
nephew Kristofferson 
(Eric Anderson) into a 
new tree and dreams of 
recapturing his youth by 


stealing from the nastiest 
farmers in the valley, 
Boggis, Bunce and 
Bean. 

When the farmers 
grow tired of Mr Fox’s 
thieving ways, they 
endeavour to find him 
and kill him, threatening 
the lives of all the ani¬ 
mals that live around 
them. 

With his back to the 
wall, Mr Fox decides the 
best form of action is 
reaction... 

Given the huge tech¬ 
nological leaps made in 
animation, and you need 
only see Pixar’s Up io 
marvel at how wonderful 
animation work has 
become, it is more than 
a little heartening to see 
that the old methods can 
still be used. 

Fantastic Mr Fox is a 
stop-motion film, where 
puppets are moved ever 
so slightly from frame to 
frame, similar to the 
methods used to make 
the Wallace and Gromit 
adventures. 

There is no plasticine 
on show here, however, 
Wes Anderson preferring 
to use crafted figures. 
The overall effect is that 
of a film that is a warm 
and fuzzy and, though 
child-friendly, is dis¬ 
tinctly Anderson-esque.

Local star 
puts his stamp 
on promotion 


PARALYMPIAN 
javelin thrower 
Nathan Stephens 
from Barry is back¬ 
ing Royal Mail as a 
winner with its lat¬ 
est set of commem¬ 
orative stamps pro¬ 
moting the Olympic 
and Paralympic 
Games 2010. 

Royal Mail has com¬ 
missioned some of 
Britain’s most exciting 
artists and illustrators to 
create three sets of 
stamps, to be issued in 
the run up to London 
2012 Olympic Games, 
and Nathan was only too 
happy to throw himself 
into promoting the 
stamps in Wales. 

The first set of three 
were issued this week 
and Royal Mail caught 
up with Nathan, 21, at 
the training ground at 
the National Indoor 
Athletic Centre in 
Cardiff. 

Nathan, originally 
from Bridgend, and now 
working as a sports 
coach at UWIC, Cardiff, 
said: “I am hoping to 
compete in the 2012 
Paralympics and these 
brilliant stamps will help 
draw attention to the 
Games as they come 
closer. 

“I am hoping I will be 
competing and I really 
enjoyed taking part in 
the Summer Olympics 
this year in Beijing.” 

He was placed fourth 
in the javelin, eighth in 
the shot-put and 11th in 
the discus. Previously, 


he competed in the 
Winter Olympics in 
Turin in 2006 where he 
joined the Paralympics 
ice hockey team and he 
has also acted as a refer¬ 
ee for the new 
Paralympics game of 
Boccia, featured on the 
Olympic stamps. 

For Nathan, being 
involved in sport has 
provided him with a real 
focus in life after losing 
both his legs in a train 
accident when he was 
just nine years old. 

“I played rugby and 
football before the acci¬ 
dent and so I turned to 
sport again after it hap¬ 
pened to give me a focal 
point to concentrate on 
and I am pleased with 
my success in the 
Paralympics events.” 

A total of 30 1st Class 
stamps will be issued in 
the Olympic and 
Paralympics Games 
series. 

Royal Mail is working 
with illustrators and fine 
artists to create the 
stamps which will high¬ 
light both the sporting 
and cultural significance 
of this incredible event. 

Each stamp will 
champion an Olympic or 
Paralympics sport and 
they will be issued in 
three sets in 2009, 2010 
and 2011. 

Among the sports fea¬ 
tured on the first set of 
stamps is diving, with a 
distinctive illustration by 
the leading contempo¬ 
rary artist Julian Opie, 
alongside the lesser 
know Paralympics sport 
of boccia. 


Anderson also co-wrote 
the screenplay with 
Noah Baumbach, and 
the pair have put their 
own unmistakable spin 
on Roald Dahl’s beloved 
story, making nips and 
tucks here and there but, 
by and large, retaining 
the subtly dark humour 
and character of the 
original story. 

Anderson and 
Baumbach make a 
notable addition with the 
introduction of the char¬ 
acter of Kristofferson, 
and how that plays will 
depend on how strong 
your love of the original 
story is. 

For me, I found it an 
addition that was per¬ 
fectly in keeping with 
the familial issues that 
form the cornerstone of 
the work of both screen¬ 
writers and not too jar¬ 
ring at all, giving an 
extra dynamic to the Fox 
family. 

The script takes 
Dahl’s twisted English 
countryside and adds a 
degree of bohemian 
America flavouring, 
characters shopping at 
the ‘Five and Dime’ and 
bringing in American 
colloquialisms that again 
stick out from the origi¬ 
nal but play well within 
the context of the film. 

What is most refresh¬ 
ing is the way Anderson 
hasn’t compromised his 
working methods to 
make the film more 
‘child-friendly’, the rela¬ 
tionship between Mr Fox 
and his son, to a degree. 


SADLY, given the 
very high level of 
divorce and separa¬ 
tion in this country, 
many parents are 
faced with the trau¬ 
ma and stress of not 
only losing their 
partner, but day-to- 
day contact with 
their beloved chil¬ 
dren, and this can 
be a devastating 
blow, both to the 
parent losing out, 
and the children 
involved. 

In 2004, of the 13.1 
million families with 
dependent children in 
Wales and England, 24 
per cent of these families 
were lone parents, with 
only two per cent being 
lone fathers. 

Further, in the latest 
government research 
about contact difficul¬ 
ties, over 25 per cent of 
children from parents 
who separated over three 
years ago, no longer 
have any contact with 
the non-resident parent. 

Is this because the 
father, simply becomes 
too despondent with the 
problems which beset 
him in going through the 
court system, where the 
mother is negative and 


as fractured as that of 
the Tenenbaum children 
with their father in The 
Royal Tenenbaums, or of 
the Whitman brothers in 
The Darjeeling Limited. 

It makes for a beguil¬ 
ing, but wholly satisfy¬ 
ing marriage, Anderson 
paying as much attention 
to the disconnect of the 
family as the rest of the 
story. 

Visually, the film 
retains his identity, 
bright colour palettes 
and the use of wonder¬ 
fully constructed shots 
giving the film a beauti¬ 
ful autumnal glow that is 
also reflected in the 
characters - the film 
looking gorgeously styl¬ 
ish, the slight imperfec¬ 
tions of the stop-motion 
animation lending a 
charm to the visuals. 

Using his usual troupe 
of actors, the vocal cast 
are all very good; 
Clooney conveys won¬ 
derfully the charm and 
laconic carefree attitude 
of the title character, 
while Jason 

Schwartzman gives Ash 
a pluck and desire that 
works well. 

With the likes of Bill 
Murray, Owen Wilson, 
and a superb Willem 
Dafoe all lending their 
tonsils, the cast is won¬ 
derfully strong, even 
though Meryl Streep is 
somewhat sidelined as 
Mrs Fox and is given lit¬ 
tle to do. 

While thoroughly 
charming, there are a 
few little gripes; while 


uncooperative? 

This is however, bad 
news indeed for chil¬ 
dren, since the latest 
research from the 
University College of 
Wales, Cardiff has con¬ 
firmed that the quality of 
relations between sepa¬ 
rating parents directly 
affects children’s long¬ 
term emotional, behav¬ 
ioural and academic 
development. 

Under the latest legal 
changes implemented in 
December last year, con¬ 
tact orders now automat¬ 
ically carry a warning 
notice and should, there¬ 
fore, be easier to 
enforce. 

In addition, there are 
more extended enforce¬ 
ment options available 
including fines, parent¬ 
ing courses, community 
service etc. However, it 
is usually better to try 
and cooperate for the 
sake of the children, 
rather than look for 
punitive remedies. 

In an ideal world, 
children should be able 
to enjoy quality time 
with each of their par¬ 
ents, but if this is prov¬ 
ing impossible in your 
case, then you should 
seek the help of a family 
lawyer, preferably a 
member of Resolution.

only 87 minutes long,

• Never talk negatively 
about your former part¬ 
ner in front of the chil¬ 
dren. 

If adhered to, it takes 
a hard parent not to 
eventually start to coop¬ 
erate.

There were more sparkling wines at our next 
stop - not surprising as it was the Spar-sponsored 
champagne marquee! 

Now this tent is a perfect example of how the 
business community in Cowbridge pulls together to 
make the food festival happen. Spar supermarket 
pay a sizeable amount to cover the cost of the mar¬ 
quee, staff from Bar 44 serve customers all day, 
and profits from the sale of champagne go back 
into the fund to finance next year’s festival! 

So, if you enjoy the festival, it is practically your 
civic duty to pick up a few bottles of bubbly! 

Natalie from Bar 44 was delighted when I spoke 
to her, even though it was only 11.30am and the 
tent was, not surprisingly, quiet. She said: “We set 
a target of selling 500 bottles of champagne over 
the weekend and by the end of Saturday, we had 
already sold 350! We have been on the phone this 
morning ordering extra!” 

On the way into the main festival area, I spoke 
to the food festival manager, Polly Wilson. 

Between fielding queries on her walkie-talkie, she 
said that things were going well, despite the poor 
weather on Saturday. 

She said: “The weather forecast indicated that 
Sunday was going to be better than Saturday, and 
the numbers who are arriving this morning confirm 
that. 

“However, the exhibitors were happy yesterday, 
and I was pleased with the number of new 
exhibitors we had this year. Certainly, there have 
been no problems so far.” 

She said that the prospects for next year were 
good, although they would be looking for more 
sponsors, as was always the case. 

She said: “We think it is important to offer a fes¬ 
tival without hidden extras. I think parents would 
not be happy if they had to pay for things such as 
face painting, so we make sure that fun things for 



the children are free.” 

Once inside the first of the marquees, we were 
spoiled for choice, and the only problem was get¬ 
ting near some of the stalls. After sampling some of 
the various goat’s cheese on offer at ‘Kid Me Not’, 

I asked stallholder Mike, who had travelled from 
Carmarthen, how things were going. 

He said: “I have come for the last three years, 
and things are going well, although there was a 
slow start yesterday.” 

The next stallholder hadn’t travelled so far. 
Leighton Morris of ‘Grow your own Chillis’ had 
come all the way from Cowbridge, offering plants 
that you can grow indoors, just as with any house 
plant, and look forward to a harvest each year for 
three years. Leighton reported that he was doing 
brisk business, with more people being attracted by 
the idea of a practical and unusual house plant. 

‘Is there a doctor in the house?’ There was one 
on the Warcop Brewery stand. Dr William Picton 
had made the trip from Newport, Gwent, with a 
range of lagers, beers and ciders. 

Dr William is a doctor in the field of bio¬ 
enzymes, which sounds as if it is pretty useful 
when it comes to fermentation and all the other 
mysteries that go into brewing, and his beers were 
certainly classy and distinctive! 

There was a bit of east - west rivalry in this area 
of the festival, as I next spoke to another micro 
brewery, this time from Aberaeron. 

Penny, from Penlon Cottage Brewery, however, 
shared Dr William’s view that things were going 
well in terms of sales. 

A regular, who has been coming to Cowbridge 
since the festival started, was Wil, of Wil’s Smoke 
House in Herefordshire,who smokes some unlikely 
items, and he was doing very good business with 
his smoked pumpkin seeds. 

Wil agreed with his fellow stallholders, saying 
that things had started slowly on Saturday, but that 
sales had really picked up. 

The Cowbridge Eairtrade group had a stall at the 
festival, and Linda Osborne told me that there had 
been a great deal of interest in Eairtrade, with plen¬ 
ty of visitors wanting to know more. 

The next stop was at Cocina Ceramics from 
north Devon, where I found Bernadette to be a fer¬ 
vent disciple of the Cowbridge festival. She said: 
“This is one of the best-organised festivals that we 
come to, and it is always well worthwhile. 

“In fact, I don’t go to many these days - my col¬ 
leagues in the business do most of them - but I 
insisted on doing Cowbridge.” 

She added: “We went to one recently in the west 
midlands, and that was a complete mess compared 
to Cowbridge.” 

Over at the stall belonging to ‘The Best of 
Taste’, Nick was bucking the ‘slow start on 
Saturday’ trend. He had brought a delicious range 
of coulis and dessert sauces from his base in 
Shropshire, all tasting - he insisted - of the fruit 
rather than any added sugar. 

He said: “I don’t think I could have done more 
business yesterday. I was on my own and just never 
stopped!” 



I can vouch for his taste test, by the way, and I 
handed over my own cash for his raspberry coulis. 

On the next stall, there was a rather nervous 
Trisha Hill from the Hendrewennol Eruit garden in 
the Vale. She was nervous because she was due on 
the demonstration stand in half an hour, demon¬ 
strating some unusual blends of fruit smoothie. 

“It’s the first time I have done one!” she said. 

There were some distinctive spirits on offer at 
Celtic Spirit from Abergavenny, and Ros reported 
that they were doing good business, particularly on 
their apple brandies. 

Einally, I visited what had to be the most memo¬ 
rable stall, and spoke to Nikki from ‘Why Not Hot? 
- the Chilli People’, who had come along from 
west Wales, bringing with her a huge range of chilli 
sauces and chutneys. 

Now, journalists are always advised to avoid the 
obvious questions, but sometimes you just have to 
ask, so I said: “Do macho blokes come along and 
say: ‘Let me try your hottest chilli sauce.’” 

She replied: “It happens all the time,” and point¬ 
ed to about 15 bottles, all lined up. 

“They are hotter as you go left to right.” 

The one on the extreme right was called 
‘Unhinged’, and the bottle warned: ‘’This product 
could cause you to lose your grip on reality’. 

Nikki said: “It’s 6.5 million scovilles. That is 
how they rate hotness.” 

“What is tabasco on that scale?” I replied. 

“About 100,000.” 

Well that was that. I am a firm believer in discre¬ 
tion being the better part of valour, and I was not 
going to engage in a pointless piece of macho pos¬ 
turing just to prove I could do it. 

That was until my companion spooned some of 
the sauce onto a tortilla cracker and popped it into 
her mouth! 

Well, sometimes you have to stand up for the 
male gender, so I smeared a smidgeon onto a 
cracker and did likewise. 

Ni kki smiled - and waited. 

She didn’t have to wait long. 

Helpfully, she said: “There’s an ice cream stall 
just around the corner.” 

Ten minutes later I said to my friend: “How’s the 
tongue?” 

“It’s still on fire.” 

We were in complete agreement

£3.6million buildings revamp unveiled 

Pendoylan primary school celebrates

PUPILS and staff 
at a Vale school are 
celebrating after 
details were 
revealed of its 
£3.6m redevelop¬ 
ment scheme. 

The scheme for 
Pendoylan Church in 
Wales Primary, which is 
136 years old, involves 
the replacement of 
demountable classrooms 
with new build, refur¬ 
bishment of the original 
school house structure to 
accommodate the nurs¬ 
ery, library and staff and 
administration facilities, 
a new assembly hall 
(including kitchen) and 
provision of improved 
access, parking and a 
bus turning bay. 

News of the massive 
redevelopment scheme is 
in sharp contrast to the 
school’s uncertain posi¬ 
tion in the late 1980s 


when pupil numbers had 
fallen to just 58. 
However, under head¬ 
teacher Lyn Murray, 
who took up the post in 
1995, the school has 
gone from strength to 
strength and now boasts 
a pupil roll of 204. 

Two recent Estyn 
inspections, while 
aclmowledging the suc¬ 
cesses, progress and 
achievements at the 
school, did, however, 
highlight the inadequacy 
of the building fabric 
and facilities. 

The governing body 
took action resulting in 
the current scheme 
mainly funded by the 
Llandaff Diocese and the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government. The 
scheme is costing 
£3,587,500, with a 
£389,000 contribution 
from the Vale Council. 

The cabinet member 


for 

education and lifelong 
learning, Coun Tony 
Hampton said: “The 
council is delighted to be 
able to support a scheme 


which will help 
Pendoylan continue to 
build on the excellent 
work achieved by Mrs 
Murray, her staff and the 
governors in recent 
years.” 

The local ward mem¬ 
ber, Coun Rhodri 
Traherne, said: “This is a 
hugely important devel¬ 
opment which will trans¬ 
form the school. Without 
this Vale Council contri¬ 
bution, the project might 
not have gone ahead.” 

Mrs Murray said: 
“Thanks to the excellent 
support of the governing 
body, we have strived to 
ensure that our thriving 


school provides the best 
possible learning envi¬ 
ronment for pupils. 

“This scheme is a 
massive boost for pupils 
and staff, and will help 
the school to continue to 
build on the excellent 
Estyn reports following 
their last two inspec¬ 
tions.” 

The chair of gover¬ 
nors, Jan Rees, said: 
“The governors and staff 
at Pendoylan feel very 
fortunate that, in these 
difficult times, they are 
able to go ahead with 
this development. We 
are delighted that our 
vision is now set to 


become a reality, taking 
the school forward into 
the 21st century. 

“We are very grateful 
to the Vale Council and 
the Llandaff Diocese of 
the Church in Wales for 
their support, and also to 
the Welsh Assembly for 
their investment and 
acknowledgement that 
village schools play a 
very important role in 
their communities.” 

The new develop¬ 
ment, which incorpo¬ 
rates materials sympa¬ 
thetic to the site, sur¬ 
rounding buildings and 
landscape, includes sev¬ 
eral sustainable design 


elements. These include 
a geothermal heating 
system and sustainable 
surface water drainage 
system. Wherever possi¬ 
ble, materials arising 
from the demolition will 
be recycled and used in 
construction work. 

Judith Petersen, of 
chartered architects 
Petersen Williams, who 
prepared the scheme. 


said: “The refurbished 
school will be physically 
linked with the infant 
classroom accommoda¬ 
tion, with all classrooms 
served by a ‘street’ run¬ 
ning between the new 
and existing buildings. 
The larger hall will be at 
the ‘heart’ of the layout 
and provides a new 
focus for the school and 
the wider community.”
